S. Webb and W. D. Funkhouser— 
completely 
excavated 
the Newt 


Kasch shelter in Menlfee county 
and reported it differed greatly 
from caves in surrounding coun- 
ties. 


There was a decided dearth of 


flint, pottery and bone but, an un- 
usual amount of vegetable matter 
and some suprisingly fine 
fabric. 


The excavating party was puz- 


zled by a series of large pits dug 
in the subsoil instead of in the 
ash beds as was the usual cus- 
tom. It was believed 
the pits 


were used for storage purposes. 


Other unique features of th« 


cave were several curious masses 
of matting, cane grass and frag- 
ments of textiles. It was believed 
they were used as mattresses or 
possibly as bags for transporting 
food to the shelter. 


Only one burial site was found 


in the shelter proper. Located be- 
tween two large boulders, 
the 


grave contained the fragmentary 
remains of a male infant. 
The 


grave was crudely dug, leading to 
the belief the burial was hasty and 
informal. 


In no other shelters in Ken- 


tucky have graves containing male 
bones been found, although large 
numbers of female skeletons have 
been discovered.

a country club, where, they say, 
messages from spirits have direct- 
ed them to look for gold hidden in 
the 12-acre grounds. 


P. Bartlett, the present tenant, 


who is normally sceptical, feels 
there is something unusual about 
the house. 


For hundreds of years the place 


has been surrounded by mystery. 
Stories are told of gruesome mur- 
ders which occurred in the reign 
of Charles I. A secret underground 
passage leading to the church is 
said to conceal a fortune in gold. 


The White House is haunted is 


common belief in the neighbor- 
hood. Successive owners and ten- 
ants for a hundred years have all 
agreed—even to the description of 
the ghosts—one an old woman, 
the other a man with a dagger. 


"I am not a spiritualist and am 


usually sceptical," Bartlett said, 
"but 
in common with former oc- 


cupants I have noticed strange 
things here. My wife has seen the 
ghost with uplifted dagger emerg- 
ing from a cupboard and friends 
have seen the ghost of the old 
lacy. Servants will not sleep In 
the house.

cultural products.

Agriculture department officials 


described construction of the new 
Standardization Building as "an- 
other step on the long road of 
standardization and research that 
seeks to raise higher the quality of 
American farm products." 


Bureaus Closely Coordinated 
In the building are located the 


bureaus directing regulatory and 
marketing agencies dealing with 
the principal farm products. Tech- 
nological and economic research 
scientists also are housed in the 
air-cooled building. 


Cotton experts prepare stand- 


ards for use in domestic and for- 
. elgn trade. The appeal board of 
review examiners, 
the final au- 


thority in the interpretation of 
standards, has its classing rooms 
In the building. 


Along with cotton standardiza- 


tion and classification work, the 
physical and chemical properties of 
cotton fibers, lint and seed will be 
studied, as a part of the expanded 
federal-state cotton research pro- 


• grains. 


AH Processes Covered 


These studies and tests will be 


related to practical problems in the 
-principal branches of the cotton 
'" enterprise from the production of 
•raw cotton through to the finished 
products of cotton manufacture. 


The building contains a 
fire- 


- proof cotton warehouse in which 


can be stored more than 1,000 
bales of cotton to be used cliiefly 
in preparation of copies of the offi- 
cial, standards. It is the new head- 
quarters for the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economies' southwide cot- 
ton market news service. 


It also houses a modern hayloft 


a combination standardization 


research laboratory and warehouse 


with glass north front 
and 


scientific 
devices for 
analyzing 


quality and factors in hay. 


Cream Puffs De Luxe 


Have you ever made cream puffs 


at home? We like to make ours 
because they can be so easily pre- 
pared and when we fill them we 
have unlimited freedom in the se- 
lection of dainties. 


Making a cream puff paste is a 


thrill for even the inexperienced 
cook. Eclairs for a full meal des- 
sert may be filled with whipped 
cream and iced with a simple choc- 
olate frosting. Tiny puffs, the size 
of a fifty-cent piece, filled with a 
thick smooth custard and frosted 
with a pastel tinted fondant are 
tea-time treats to establish your 
culinary reputation. We like them 
too, in regular cream puff size, fill- 
ed with a mixture of whole straw- 
berries molded with gelatine. 


Accurate measurements are im- 


portant in making the cream puff 
paste because the proportion of the 
ingredients must not be changed 
from that given in a well tested 
recipe. Our recipe is this one: 


Cream Puff Paste 


1 C. lifted flour 


V'j C. butter 


1 C. bciLng water 
3 eggs, unbeaten 


Heat the water and butter to 


he boiling point in a sauce pan 
vith deep sides. Then, while heat- 
ng, add all the flour at once. There 
vill be no lumping if the flour is 
added at one time, but begin imme- 
diately to beat the mixture until 
he flour forms a ball and leaves 
he sides o_f the pan rather clean. 
Jemove quickly from the fire, and 
f you have used the proper pro- 
portions and the beating was thor- 
ough, the ball of paste will be dry 
and not oily. The unbeaten eggs 
are then added, one at a time, beat- 
ng well after each egg is added 
jo that the mixture is smooth. 
When all the eggs have been added, 
continue beating until the ball 
'ormed is stiff, holds its shape and 
s somewhat shiny. 
We like to use 


a wooden spoon for all of the beat- 
ng because it combines the ingre- 
dients well and is less noisy. 


Let your imagination dictate size 


n shaping the puffs but remember 
;hat 
in baking, the paste will 


'puff" and expand with a hollow 
cavity adaptable for filling. Re- 
member to use an ungreased cookie 
sheet. Temperature is very im- 
portant for the baking, because the 
only leavening is the steam created 
'rom the boiling water when it is 
jrought to a high temperature. So 
aave your oven heated to 450 de- 
jrees to begin with and bake the 
puffs for 15 to 20 minutes at this 
temperature. 
Reduce the beat to 


325 degrees and continue baking 
Cor another 20 to 25 minutes. The 
ow temperature at the end of the 
making period browns the puffs and 
dries out the excess moisture from 
the cavity. 


If you want eclairs, shape the 


paste into strips 1 inch by 5 inches. 
For little puffs, 1 teaspoonful nf 
paste will be sufficient, and for 
^iant puffs, a mound of 2 or 3 
tablespoons will be ample. 


Our favorite summer filling for 


cream puffs is ice cream, and a 
crushed strawberry sauce or hot 
fudge topping makes it a superb 
dessert. Wouldn't you like to make 
some?

According to "Poultry Tribune" 


a good flock average in June is 
18 eggs per bird for the month. 


This is the time of the year 


when many poultrymen and poul- 
try specialists deem it advisable to 
get rid of all old stock in prepara- 
tion for early pullet production in 
the fan. 


No one need urge the poultry 


keeper to sell his old stock this 
summer, with cheap eggs and high 
priced feeds. 
Some markets have 


been glutted with chickens until 
there are many less hens on Ohio 
farms today than one year ago. 
Sometimes it is not a wise policy 
to "follow the crowd." 
The best 


fish swim against the current! 


It looks as if we would 
have 


bountiful crops in Ajnerica this 
year which means, in spite of the 
world situation, somewhat 
lower 


feed prices. Then, if there should 
be a shortage of early producing 
pullets, it will certainly be a dandy 
year for the poultry keeper who 
has his laying house filled with 
egg machines. Old hens, if they 
are good, can be 'made to lay in 
the fall almost like pullets by using; 
all night lights. 
Use one fifteen 


watt bulb to each 30 ft. section of 
laying house. Hang- the light well 
down or under a shade so it will 
not shine directly on the perches. 


ductivity of those egg machines 
next fall and winter, depends upon 
the care given growing pullets 
right now. 
Keep your windows 


and ventilators open. Provide your 
growing1 stock and hens with plen- 
ty of clean water and shade. Look 
out for lice, mites and worms. And 
above all, look out for coccidiosis. 
An outbreak is easily recognized. 
The birds lose appetite, 
become 


pale, the feathers appear ruffled, 
the wings drop and they have a 
general unthrifty appearance. Then 
is the time to see your veterinarian 
at once. 
Or the chicks can be 


changed over to a coccldiosis-con- 
trol mash, which can be made as 
follows. 


40 Ibs. yellow corn meal. 
20 Ibs. middlings. 
40 Ibs. dried butter milk. 
Feed this ration for seven to ten 


days and then change back to the 
regular ration and to the regular 
management practices.

ing seen them afar off, and 
were persuaded of them, and 
embraced them, and confessed 
that they were strangers and 
pilgrims on the earth.") 


"GENESIS" means "beginning", 


and in the t>ook of Genesis we 
have God's record of the beginning 
of all things in heaven and earth 
with the exception of God Him- 
self who is eternal. Of him it says 
in its majestic opening sentence, 
"In the beginning God created the 
heavens and the earth." 
Beginning of Heaven and Earth 
The Bible's chief purpose in re- 


lating the creation story is not to 
explain the "how" or "when" or 
"how long" of the creation of the 
universe but rather the "who" and 
the "why" and to lead us to know 
that all things are God-given and 
are the outflowing in divine power 
and wisdom of an Infinite love 


which could not contain itself, but 
must give expression to itself in 
other beings, made in the divine 
image and likeness and capable 
of communion with God in wor- 
ship. God made man a worship- 
ing being with a moral nature 
capable of choosing between right 
and wrong, that man's righteous- 
ness 
and virtue might not be 


mechanical or forced, but of free 
will and choice. 


The Beginning of Sin 


However, man disobeyed God and 


fell into sin of his own free will 
and failed God in the one and only 
point wherein his obedience and 
freedom were tested. Thus human 
sin had its origin. It was the pros- 


titution of liberty to selfish alms in 
defiance of God's clearly defined 
will and purpose. With it cam« 
death, which is ever the wages of 
sin as God had warned. But with 
it also came the beginning of the 
gospel of divine grace and love in 
the promise of the Savior, who, as 
"the seed or the woman would 
bruise the serpent's head". So, 
from the very beginning, "where 
sin abounded, grace did 
much 


more abound." 


The Beginning of Israel 


God's plans having been thwart- 


ed in the beginnings he made with 
Adam and 
again 
with 
Noah 


through the persistent sinfulness of 
their descendants, he began a new 
plan with Abram. This plan was 
to choose a select race and develop 
that race as a chosen people to be 
a channel through which God's 
grace could be ministered and made 
known to all nations and races of 
mankind. Thus Abram was called 
from Ur of Chaldea to be the fa- 
ther 
of a spiritual race and a 


channel of blessing for all nations. 


Under Joseph we see this chos- 


en people taking on the form of a 
nation. The patriarchal family of 
Jacob develops under the discipline 
of four centuries of Egyptian bond- 
age into a mighty people, before 
whom is constantly kept the hope 
of emancipation and return to their 
promised land. To this end Joseph 
commanded that his bones be not 
buried in Egypt, but prepared in a 
coffin ready for the nation's depar- 
ture from Egypt. So the book ends 
with the words "a coffin in Egypt". 
That coffin symbolized the na- 
tion's hope of emancipation.

from Egypt to Canaan

Treating Concussion 


The treatment of simple concus- 


sion is the same as the treatment 
of fainting. 
Put the patient in a 


comfortable position with the head 
low; 
loosen tight parts of the 


clothing, such as neckband and 
belt; sprinkle some cool water in 
the face (by flipping water from 
the ends of your dripping fingers 
rather than throwing it from a 
basin); keep the patient covered 
up and warm in order to prevent 
as much shock as possible, and 
keep him quiet. It is best not to. 
try to move him, no matter what 
the Injury, unless he recovers con- 
sciousness and wants to be helped. 
Even then it Is probably better to 
go and get assistance. 


If your examination reveals a 


hemorrhage, 
every 
Boy 
Scout 


knows what to do. If the blood is 
coming out in spurts, tie a tourni- 
quet (a tight band of constriction)" 
between the site of the hemor- 
rhage and the heart. If the blood" 
is from a vein—if it is welling out, 
simply make pressure over the site 
of the hemorrhage.
